With a grateful recognition of Divine favor we record the 
progress of the Burlington District for the past year. We bring 
our gains whatever they be and place them upon the altar of 
“Him whom we serve and to whom we belong,” regretting that 
our returns are not larger and that our service has not been 
more efficient. 

The added experience of another year has led to a somewhat 
better appreciation of the magnitude of our Master’s cause 
and we say “who is sufficient for these things.” And truly our 
sufficiency is of God alone. The Grace of God helping us we 
have kept in mind throughout the year the things that make both 
for the increase of the Kingdom of God and the enlarged spirit- 
ual life of his people. 

That we have not reached the ideal either in service render- 
ed or harvest gleaned is apparent to the thoughtful observer. 
But such has been the seed sowing and such the fostering care, 
that we are encouraged with the possibilities and probabilities, 
and such the out-look that we anticipate a greater conquest and 
a rich harvest in the days to come. The providential care of 
our Heavenly Father has been over the preachers and their fam- 
ilies. With pleasure we report no deaths and no very serious 
sickness during the year to any pastor or his family. ^For the 
first time in 43 years have I had to submit myself to the medical 
care of a physician and by reason of illness was unable during 
the month of April to give attention to my work. The brethren 
very kindly came to my assistance and kept the details of the 
District in hand for me until our return from the General Con- 
ference, since which time have been quite myself again. 

Perhaps I should here note and in a brief word call attention 
to the death of one who having gone out from us was neverthe- 
less one of us still. I refer to our brother, M. J. Pusey, who 
some five years ago went as a member of this conference and 
from Mediapolis, his charge at that time, to the mission field of 
Peru in South America. Having returned to the States last 
February for rest, but all the while giving his time and service 
in the interest of missions to the churches and conventions until 
doubtless he had overtaxed his strength, and in the month of 
May went down under violent disease and after a brief period of 
suffering, away from his wife and home friends, he closed up 
the activities of his militant life “having fought a good fight, 
kept the Faith, finished his course” he passed into the heavens, 
there “to rest from his labor while his work shall follow him.” 
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We mourn his departure but rejoice that it has been ours to 
know him so intimately. 

The pastors were all well received and have continued in 
labor abundant throug:hout the entire year. One chany^e occur- 
red only. The first of June Dr. R. F. Hurlburt was transferred 
and stationed at Delaware Ave., Buffalo, N. Y., since which 
time Burlington 1st Church has been in charge of Prof. Elias 
Handy, whose services in every way have been very acceptable. 

The year has not been one of special revival results. A 
number of good meetings were held; indeed special services 
were had in all the charges, but the statistics of Burlington ^ 
District will show that as to membership we are about holding 
our own. In view of these facts we as pastors of this District 
confess our sense of humiliation before God and men and our 
cry has been, and shall continue to be until he come, “O Lord 
revive thy work in the midst of the years; in the midst of the 
years make known; in wrath remember mercy.” 

Not unmindful of the value of organization and system to 
the local church, we have sought so far as it was possible not 
only to encourage but to help all our pastors to properly mar- 
shal their forces by making choice of the very best and most 
efficient men and women for the various boards and standing 
committees. The beneficial effect of this has been noticeable 
in the work of the Sunday schools, the Epworth League and 
specially in the finances of the Church. The reports of pastors 
will show but a few dollars, if any, deficiency in the aggregate 
of ministerial support. 

There are sixty Suriday Schools in the District having in 
attendance an aggregate of five thousand and five hundred 
scholars, only a very small minority of these schools are not or- 
ganized into missionary societies, and nearly all take collections 
for missions. 

Love of the Scriptures and in many instancy enthusiasm 
for Bible teaching has permeated the hearts or officers and 
teachers and the quite general observance of Children’s Day, 
the Easter Missionary Service and Decision Day has left its 
valuable impress upon the minds of the children which will re- 
sult in a more intelligent service for the church in years to come. 

We have about thirty living leagues and perhaps half that 
number of Junior Leagues, which, as I think, are doing a val- 
uable work with the young people of the church. A profitable 
District Convention was held last May in our church at Medi- 
apolis. 

In the line of material interest we can report only one new 
church and one parsonage. The Crawfordsville brethren, through 
the leadership of their pastor T. F. Barker, will be ready for the 
dedication of their new church by the first Sunday in October. 
The value of this edifice is about five thousand dollars. The 
Danville church has finished a modern parsonage at a cost of 
three thousand dollars. Grace church Burlington by the aid of 
the pastor and a few official brethren, collected the subscriptions 
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taken a year ago and paid off the long standing mortgage note 
and thus freed their church from the last dallar of a mortgage 
claim, and a brighter day in a material sense has come to this 
church than at any time since their organization^ The Burling- 
ton District is well provided for in churches and parsonages in 
a good state of repair and well insured. 

The superior character of our publications, books and peri- 
odicals receive due emphasis. Our Advocates and Epworth 
Herald are second to none. We do not discriminate unwisely 
when we affirm that the Methodist Episcopal church furnishes 
every week such items of news, an array of facts and figures, as 
to command the attention and respect of the people at large.V 
Therefore let no pastor be deluded with the thought that he is 
not called upon to be a solicitor for our Church papers, for no 
more efficient supplement to the general work of the pastor can 
any where be found. Too many of our Methodist families are 
without our periodicals. We have represented in the member- 
ship of this District two thousand and forty families. One half 
and more of these families are without a Methodist paper and 
many are destitute of any kind of a religious publication. 

Two District Conferences were held, each of which were 
well attended, the June session especially so and were seasons 
of profit and spiritual power, their influence being very marked 
in the communities where they were held. We have not been 
unmindful of the importance of guarding well the interest of 
our missionary and other benevolent societies. Pastors have 
faithfully presented to the people these benevolent causes, giv- 
ing valuable information concerning the status and progress of 
the work. Ample opportunity has been given in publiq and by 
private solicitation to contribute to these various causes and 
while the reports are not as we had hoped, yet we shall have 
something of an increase in most, if not all, collections over the 
reports of last year. 

I will not add length to this report by giving in detail the 
present condition of the Iowa Wesleyan University. Dr. Ranch- 
er’s report I think will bring before the Conference all needed 
information as to the present condition and future demands of 
our College. Suffice to say we are expecting at the opening of 
the school next week a large increase of new students. The 
plan already inaugurated to provide for the current expenses of 
the school, we certainly can and will bring to a successful issue. 
Uucompromising devotion and loyalty on the part of preachers 
and people is all that is needed to hold the Iowa Wesleyan in 
her rightful place with the denominational schools of the State, 
and to bring to her in the near future what is so much needed, 
a largely increased endowment fund. 

Many things might be added by way of detail in this report, 
but in conclusion I wish to acknowledge the hearty good will 
and co-operation of pastors and people in my work. I have 
found in almost all our churches a united membership and a 
desire for increased spiritual life. 
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There is on the part of many a longing for all that a present 
and full salvation can give. I pray there may be to all an in-, 
tenser hunger for the bread of Life and a keener thirst for the 
waters of Life. 

Grateful for the past and hopeful for the future this report 
is respectfully submitted.

Keokuk District. 

Lear Fathers and Brethren: 

In submitting to you this my first annual report of the Keo- 
kuk District, I wish to express gratitude to our Heavenly Fath- 
er for his goodness during this conference year, enabling me to 
meet all appointments, and hold all the Quarterly Conferences 
except two; and for the kindly reception extended by pastors 
and people alike. We found the district in excellent condition. 
During the term of my predecessor on the district all the inter- 
ests were carefully looked after. 

At the close of the last Conference, five charges were left to 
be supplied, to-wit, Donnellson, Exline, Floris, Montrose and 
Salina. These were early supplied by J. W. DeYoe, H. C. 
Ethell, C. Springer, C. B. Hankins and W. H. Slack in the order 
named. These all except H. C. Ethell remained in charge to 
the close of the year. He remained in charge of Exline circuit but 
six weeks. We then secured R. H. Enyeart, a member of the 
Southern Illinois Conference, to fill out the year. He, also, re- 
signed the first of July of this year, and since then the charge 
has been without a pastor. 

Owing to the failing health of Brother Erskine’s wife he was 
obliged to give up the charge at Bonaparte the first of April, and 
seek for her a more congenial clime. L. B. Jones was assigned 
to the charge and has done faithful service. Aside from these 
breaks in our ranks the pastors have remained faithfully at their 
posts of duty until now. The first two weeks following the ad- 
journment of our Conference we devoted to securing the $100,- 
000 for the Iowa Wesleyan University; of this amount Keokuk 
District raised $14,004. 

The church on the Exline Circuit known as Salem, and the 
one at West Grove in course of erection at the close of last year, 
have been completed and dedicated free from debt. E. J. Shook 
and Geo. Blagg dedicated the Salem church. Dr. J. W. Hanch- 
er won a great victory, by God’s help, in securing the entire 
amount necessary to complete payment on the church at West 
Grove, and now our people have a beautiful modern church. B. 
F. Shane, the pastor, has won for the Master a signal victory 
during his pastorate at West Grove. 

The Birmingham church has been recarpeted and otherwise 
improved, the old parsonage sold and a splendid modern house 
is now in course of erection on the lot adjoining the church, 
which will cost about $1700. A. M. Smith is pastor. 
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Bloomfield church has been frescoed at a cost of $400, and 
the entire debt against the church and parsonage, amounting to 
$1500, paid off. This signal victory was won August 14th, when 
the church was reopened; Dr. J. W. Hancher had charge. Much 
credit is due to the pastor, J. W. Potter. 

Under the leadership of the pastor, W. P. Stoddard, Center- 
ville is in the midst of a church building enterprise of far reach- 
ing influence. A new and most eligible sight for both church 
s, and parsonage has been secured across the street west of the 

;j present church, the old parsonage has been sold, and plans have 

f been adopted for both church and parsonage combined. When 

I these are erected Methodism will have the best church propei^y 

J- in the city at a cost of some $40,000. The assets of the church 

i; are now about $26,000. It is hoped to complete the basement 

' this fall and the entire plant within a year. Dr. Stoddard has 

i fully met the expectation of the church in his appointment last 

I fall to this responsible task. 

i The Eldon church has been remodeled by adding to it a 

i League room, putting in new windows, new seats, new roof 

I and new carpet at a cost of $1150, and was reported July 31st 

I free from debt. The Ashland church on the same charge was

j At the Quarterly Conference held August 29th the First 

I Church and Chatham Square by practically unanimous vote, pe- 

1 tioned the presiding bishop of this conference to unite the two 

j churches. This happy consummation was brought about by the 

; wise co-operation of the pastors, Latham Ingham and I. O. 

I Kemble. 

U Victory has at last come to our people at Mt. Sterling, Keo- 

I; sauqua Circuit. They have stood in need of a church building 

hi in keeping with the times. This is now in course of erection, 

,! and will be ready for dedication by January 1st. With the par- 

W sonage they hope to erect next year, the cost will be about $5000. 

I i J. W. Carson is pastor. 

;■ The Quarterly Conference of Selma Circuit at its second 
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session relinquished all right and title to the parsonage proper- 
ty at Salem, and asked that the pastor live at Douds-Leand. 
Since then they have bought and paid for a very comfortable 
property at Douds-Leand. Frank Seeds is pastor. 

Other improvements have been made to our church property 
in various charges within the District. The pastors’ salaries 
have been increased $2000 over last year, and will, in most 
charges, be fully met. This has been accomplished by the 
charges, more generally, adopting the Disciplinary plan of 
church finance. 

The pastors have carefully looked after the benevolent 
claims against the charges, and although the District is credited 
with ma&ng the largest gain for missions of any District in the 
entire state last year, except the Burlington District, we hope to 
make a slight increase. 

Special emphasis has been laid upon the work for the child- 
ren and youth. The Sunday schools are in a prosperous condi- 
tion in most of the charges, and the Epworth League is accom- 
plishing much .for our young people. We are bringing the 
necessity of organizing the baptized children into classes before 
the Quarterly Conferences, and urging the pastors to diligent 
care of these lambs of the flock. 

The interests of the Iowa Wesleyan University are carefully 
looked* after. We are hoping for increased attendance from our 
district this school year, and also for increase in collections. 

The welfare of our Conference Claimants lies heavily upon 
our hearts, and we can but regret the failure of the recent Gen- 
eral Conference to formulate some adequate plan for their relief. 
We greatly hope that the pastors’ reports will show an increase 
in their behalf. In the absence of proper data I am unable to 
fully report the work of the Graham Hospital at Keokuk. This 
institution is under the charge of the Deaconess Bureau of the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society, and seems to on the way 
to permanent success. Two very profitable sessions of the 
District Conference have been held, and one session of the Dis- 
trict Epworth League. 

We have reserved to the last reference to the spiritual condi- 
tion of the District, because it is of all the more vital. The 
special meetings held by the pastors have been very helpful, 
and in many instances resulted in the quickening of the church 
and the conversion of sinners. The pastors have reported 654 
professed conversions, and 550 additions to the church. While 
we acknowledge with grateful heart these omens of God’s 
favor, yet we long to see a general revival of heartfelt religion 
sweep over the entire church. The charges reporting the great- 
est number of conversions are as follows: Cincinnati, 138; 

Pulaski, 85; Moulton, 80; Farmington, 35: Fairfield, 110; while 
every charge in the district, except one, report conversions and 
accessions. 

We have striven to make all the Quarterly Meetings evan- 
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gelistic, and we are rejoiced to report conversions. About 30 
have been at the altar of prayer, and most of these professed 
saving: faith in Christ Jesus.

Auscatine District. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

It is with feelings of profound gratitude to our Heavenly 
Father that I am able to report excellent health during the coi^ 
ference year just closed. 1 have been able to meet all of my 
appointments and do full work for the entire year. 

The health of all the pastors and their families with 
comparatively slight exception has been good. Death has en- 
tered but one of the pastors’ homes. Brother and Sister J. W. 
Pool have been called to pass through the shades of sorrow, the 
death angel having entered their home and taken away their lit- 
tle child. 

At the opening of this conference year the brethren all en- 
tered upon theij work with earnest enthusiasm for victory on all 
lines; and in the main have thus conducted their work during 
the entire year. Three charges were left to be supplied: Blue 
Grass, Nichols and Park Avenue. Before leaving the seat of 
the Annual Conference these charges were all supplied. Bro- 
ther W. M. Leiser was appointed to Blue Grass Circuit, where 
for some months he rendered excellent service, but on account 
of ill health in his family, resigned his work in March. In the 
early part of April, I was fortunate in securing the service of 
Bro. F. E. Morrison whose work has been very satisfactory. 
Nichols circuit was supplied by Bro. W. E. Loeb. On April 
25th he was impressed he ought to resign his charge. I accept- 
ed his resignation and immediately appointed Brother Wilfred 
Kent, who served successfully until the last of July, when he re- 
signed to go to California to take up the regular work in the 
California Conference. Brother Loeb then resumed charge of 
the circuit until conference. Park Avenue, Muscatine, was sup- 
plied by Brother P. I. King until about the 1st of August, when 
I appointed him to complete the work on the Lexington charge. 
In the early part of July Brother G. G. Giller found an opening 
in Colorado, where, owing to some threatened conditions of his 
health he deemed it wise to go. I accepted his resignation, and 
as above indicated appointed Brother King to complete the work. 

There has been almost universal peace, harmony and good 
will in all the charges and with all the pastors and the Presiding 
Elder for which I am profoundly grateful to our Heavenly Fath- 
er and the brethren. 

An honest effort has been made in all the charges for the 
salvation of souls, and in a number of them these efforts have 
been crowned with a fair degree of success. Nearly all have had 
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some additions to the church on probation, aggregating about 
400 on the entire district. The move for the coming year, look- 
ing toward a very largely increased effort upon the entire church 
for the saving of souls, meets with my hearty approval and I be- 
lieve that the Muscatine District, whoever may be its presiding 
elder, will be in line with hearty co-operation. I believe this to 
be the important move for the church at the present time. 

I am profoundly impressed with the universal demand in 
my district for active, energetic, enterprising, wideawake, push- 
ing, aggressive pastors. If not young in years we must have 
them young in spirit. Allow me to emphasize the exhortation 
so often given: begin your revival efforts at the earliest possible 
day and press them for victory. 

The Muscatine District is in hearty sympathy with the Iowa 
Wesleyan University, and I believe an honest effort has been 
made to induce students to attend. However we are driven to 
confess that we have some very difficult obstacles to surmount. 
One is the State University being so near to our territory, with 
the impression upon the part of so many people that it offers 
greatly superior opportunities. I am profoundly convinced, 
however, that the disadvantages in that institution far exceed 
the advantages, an opinion, however that is not shared by hun- 
dreds of Methodist young people or their parents, for there are 
hundreds of Methodists in attendance there every year. An- 
other of our obstacles is in the institution belonging to our 
neighboring conference — the Cornell College. I do not pre- 
sume to locate the blame for this but the fact remains that that 
college has a strong hold upon some of our territory. We have 
urged the collections for our college and hope that the reports 
of the pastors will reveal a large amount collected for it. I 
trust that the present plan for raising $6,000.00 per year will be 
successful. 

Also we are in hearty sympathy with the current advance 
missionary movement. We do not attempt to advance the mis- 
sionary cause at the expense of other benevolences; we believe 
every one of our benevolent enterprises is an enterprise of 
special importance in its special sphere. All of these causes 
have received a good deal of our attention, and our pastors have 
made special efforts to make a handsome advance in the collec- 
tions. It is my positive conviction that we will not reach the 
full amount of contributions to church enterprises that we should 
until we have learned far more perfectly the true art of giving 
in harmony with God’s very clearly taught plans. That is, not 
less than one tenth of bur income, and above this give as He 
prospers us. 

All the charges in the district have parsonages except two. 
These, with the church buildings are generally in a fair condi- 
tion. With but a very few exceptions our property is insured. 
In a few places we need new churches and the pastors in each 
case have been trying to plan for their erection. Some attention 
has been given to church improvements on a number of charges. 
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Muscatine First Church completed improvements that were be^ 
gun during last year, placing in the church a new heating plant, 
frescoing, etc., all at an expense of $2500.00. 

West Chester overhauled and enlarged the church at an ex- 
pense of $1284.00. 

Also at Zion center on the same charge they have built a 
new church costing $1782.00. This edifice was dedicated August 
14th by Dr. Rancher with all debts provided for. This charge 
has raised more than $1100 this year. Wilton has made improve- 
ments costing $37.00 and paid on indebtedness $1700.00, besides 
raising more than $1.93 per member for missions. J. R. Payne 
is pastor. \ 

Repairs and improvements, frescoing, etc., were made on 
the church-at West Liberty, costing $1478.60, all of which was 
promptly paid. Kalona paid $149.00 for improvements, Lexing- 
ton $75.00. 

North Prairie appointment on the Sweetland charge is in 
the midst of a church building enterprise to cost about $2000.00 

Ladora put in a new lighting system and made other im- 
provements costing $248.00. 

Riverside frescoed their church, put in a new lighting sys- 
tem and otheF improvements costing all told $383.00. Webster 
circuit improved church property costing $257.00. North English 
expended in improvements $197.50. Lone Tree expended $160.- 
00; Washington $168.00; Lexington, $75.00; Amish, $75.00, 
Koszta, $80.00; Oxford, $110.00; Tiffin, $29.50; Sweetland, $35.00, 
Keota, $250.00 and paid a debt on the parsonage of $800.00, 
making in total on improvements and debts of nearly $12000.00. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were beld, fairly 
well attended by the brethren, one District Association and one 
District Camp Meeting. All of which were attended with good 
interest and good results.

Oskaloosa District. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

It is with a sense of profound gratitude to our Heavenly 
Father, for his continued mercy and grace to myself and family, 
that I herewith present to you my second report. From pastors 
and laymen I have had unfailing kindness which has enabled 
me to go forward with renewed diligence and strength. 

Upon the adjournment of Conference one year ago. Bishop 
Mallalieu left three charges in Oskaloosa District to be supplied. 

Supplied.—! was soon able to secure for Beacon Circuit 
Otho E. Reade, an Elder of the Rock River Conference. In 
some ways it has been the most trying work in the District, 
owing to the fact that there has been six and seven preaching 
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appointments maintained during the year. Something ought to 
be done to relieve this charge of some of the appointments for 
next year, though it is too weak financially to be divided into 
two pastoral charges. 

Barnes City was in a precarious condition at the opening of 
the year and it was a question as to whether it could be main- 
tained. I secured William J. Hamilton, a local preacher, who 
had been supplying in the Missouri Conference to take charge 
of the work. He has wrought faithfully and through his labors 
the work has made commendable advancement both spiritually 
and temporarily. There is a strong desire for his return. 

It was not so easy to find a supply for Taintor. After much 
correspondence, much time and three trials I finally succeeded 
in getting William E. Berg, an ordained minister of the Congre- 
gational Church to accept the work. Brother Berg has done 
faithful service and comes with a recommendation from Oska- 
loosa District for admission and recognition of orders. 

The work of the year had not proceeded far until I was per- 
plexed with 

Resignations . — At the first Quarterly Conference on the 
Millersburg Circuit, J. J. Sarver, who was admitted one year 
ago, tendered his resignation to take work in Ohio. I have 
been unable to supply the work since then though I have made 
repeated efforts. Finally I asked W. A. Longnecker, pastor at 
Deep River, to give the charge what supervision he could and 
he has maintained a regular preaching service every two weeks 
on Sunday afternoon. 

During March, T. A. Adams, who had been stationed at 
Lynnville, grew weary of this northern clime and desired to re- 
turn to southern Illinois and Bishop Mallalieu transferred him 
to the Southern Illinois Conference. I was soon able to secure 
Aaron T. James for this work. He is recommen^d to this 
body for admission on trial and receives my hearty endorsement. 

On April 1st, A. J. Bruner, pastor at Kellogg, wired his 
resignation from Richmond, Va., where he had gone to unite 
with the M. E. church south. I accepted his resignation but as 
yet have not received his parchments. After a few weeks I was 
enabled to secure the services of L. A. Crull, a supernumerary 
member of the Conference. He asks to be made effective and 
take work regularly this fall. 

Our parsonage homes have been very free from 

Sichiess and Death .— I am pained to be compelled to 
report that death entered our parsonage at Grinnell on March 
the 6th, and took from Brother and Sister McClelland their 
precious babe, who had come to gladden their lives but three 
weeks before. Again only a few weeks ago their home was 
placed under quarantine for diptheria. But being of a light 
form it soon gave way to medical skill and their little girl has 
fully recovered. 

Brother and Sister Reade, of Beacon, have had a long and 
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trying illness with one of their children reaching through several 
months. Through able medical aid and a kind Providence the 
little boy has been spared and gives promise of a permanent 
recovery. 

During the year the pastors have given much thought and 
time to 



Evangelistic Conversions have taken place in al- 

most every pastoral charge, the probable number being some- 
thing over 300. This is not large, but represents a great deal 
of faithful labor on the part of the pastors and a limited part of 
the membership. Our district is suffering from a harmful spirit 
of commercialism and worldliness that seeks amusements and 
social life rather than the house of prayer. Less than thirty 
children are reported as baptized and about fifteen pastors do 
not report an infant baptism at all — and this among nearly 6,000 
Methodists! The question naturally arises. Where does the 
fault lie? 

Class Meetings. — Class meetings of more or less importance 
are held in nearly all of the charges. In too many, however, 
the attendance is pitifully small. Sunday schools are generally 
maintained and reports from superintendents during my last 
round of the District indicate a gratifying increase of attendance. 

The Epworth League gives me much concern. In a few charges 
the League is doing effective work. But in many it has been 
allowed to wane and unless there is heroic work done by our 
pastors along the line of personal evangelism the League in 
Oskaloosa District will soon be a thing of the past. Our young 
people need its maintainance. 

Temporal Affairs. — During the year the temporal affairs of 
the church have had much of my time and thought. ^ I am glad 
we can report some little advancement along this line. 

Salaries. — A healthful increase of pastoral support was 
promised at the beginning of the year. I have been anxious 
that there would be no deficiencies on pastors’ salaries this year, 
but in this I am disappointed. That there is no need of any de- 
ficiencies goes without saying. Too many of our membership 
have not as yet learned the ‘*art of Christian giving” so that it 
will glorify God and advance the cause of righteousness. Many 
are doing all that they ought to do, but many more are doing 
practically nothing. In some places this deficit is doubtless due 
to the failure of pastors to do all of their duty; in more, however, 
to the negligence of those having this matter in charge. Great 
care is needed in selecting our official boards and no man who 
cannot and does not seem able to make a success of his own 
business affairs, should be entrusted with carrying on the busi- 
ness of the Lord. 

Church Debts. — The indebtedness on our church property 
amounts to something like $3,647.00. Of this $2,500.00 is an old 
debt at Oskaloosa that is practically provided for and will doubt- 
less be paid before many weeks. There has been paid on church 
and parsonage debts this year about $1,000.00. Of this Reasoner 
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has paid $600.00; What Cheer $110.00; Lacey $100.00; and several 
other charges smaller amounts. 

Improve7nefiis.—ThQ aggregate paid on church and personal 
improvements is about $1,800.(X). Pella has greatly added to 
the beauty and comfort of the parsonage by an expenditure of 
$374.00. Thornburg Circuit has paid on improvements of 
churches and parsonage $253.00; Victor, $150.00; Malcom, $150.00; 
What Cheer, $118.00; Newton Circuit, $100.00; and several charg- 
es minor amounts. 

New Buildings.— new church enterprise at Searsboro as 
mentioned in my report one year ago was completed in due ' 
time and the church was dedicated October, 1903, with money 
enough provided in subscriptions to cover all the expense. 
These subscriptions have since been collected and all bills paid. 
No other churches have been built this year. At Pella an enter- 
prise is now going forward to remodel our church at an expense 
not less than $2,500.00, all of which is provided for. The matter 
of building a new church at Montezuma has taken form and 
something like $10,000.00 is already subscribed. 

Beiievoletices. — In some there will be an increase, but not in 
all. It now appears that there will be given to all the benevo- 
lences this year about $5,200.00, as against $4,800.00 last year. 
Tne largest increase is for missions— it being about $550.00. 
The amount subscribed for missions this year within the Disirict 
is perhaps nearly $600.00 more than the treasurer’s report will 
show has actually been paid, as much that has been subscribed 
upon the Station plan will not be paid until during the next 
year. Our District has assumed the support of David G. Abbott, 
who is now in India, having gone out from this Conference, and 
almost the entire amount of the $1,000.00 for his support has 
been provided for. 

It now looks as though the collection for Iowa Wesleyan 
will show a slight decrease. The only way to ac^unt for this 
is in the fact of a reaction following the debt-paying campaign 
of last year. In some of the charges it seemed hard to press 
the claim to a successful completion. 

Church Publications.— is hard to report exactly as to the 
circulation of our church publications. Still these facts are 
interesting. There are 41 copies of the Christian Advocate 
taken, 715 of the Northwestern, 250 of the Central and 430 of 
the Epworth Herald. 

The Woman’s Foreign and the Woman, s Home Missionary 
Societies are doing good work wherever they are organized. I 
am sorry that every pastoral charge is not blest with an auxil- 
liary of one or both of these societies. Their method of dissem- 
inating missionary intelligence cannot but be most helpful to the 
pastor in taking his missionary collection. Each of the societies 
have held helpful conventions this year. 

District Confere?ices— There have been held this year two 
District Conferences. The first was in November and met with 
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our church at Oskaloosa. The second in July at Killduff on 
the Newton circuit. 

Temperance Crusade — In the beginning^ of the year I planned 
for a temperance crusade throughout the district, and secured 
the services of G. B. Swartz. Dates were arranged in several 
of the churches, but owing to some conflict with previous dates, 
Mr. Swartz was unable to come to us and this had to be aban- 
doned entirely. The need is apparent to me that we ought to 
push Gospel temperance agitation until our people become 
aroused. In many of our rural districts this curse of hell, intem- 
perance, has stolen more young men and boys from honor and 
righteousness this year than our church has saved. 

At the beginning of the year I sought to arrange to place 
a representative of the missionary society in each pastoral 
charge for at least one address. I think that we succeeded with 
one possible exception. 

Asking you to bear in mind that many of the figures in the 
forgoing are estimates only and that you must go to the pastors’ 
reports for their final adjustment, I respectfully submit this 
report. John C. Willits, Presiding Elder. 




Ottumwa District. 

The Ottumwa District is composed of thirty-one pastoral 
charges, four of which were left at our last conference to be 
supplied. 

Blakesburg Circuit was given to Thos. Rowe,^ Pleasant 
Plain to A. C. Brown, and later to J. R. McKaig; Highland was 
supplied by Geo. E. Monkman, and the Ottumwa Circuit by 
R. V. Pike. 

Changes . — But few changes have occurred in our work this 
year. Three weeks after the adjournment of conference, A. C. 
Brown, a supply, left the Pleasant Plain charge, and J. R. 
McKaig was secured for the place. 

The Pekin appointment was taken from the Highland charge, 
and given back to the Martinsburg Circuit, and the Hayesville 
and Lancaster appointments were transferred from the Martins- 
burg circuit to the Ottumwa Circuit. Our preachers were early 
at their posts, have for the most part enjoyed good health, and 
have wrought faithfully throughout the year. 

Rev. John T. Simmons, a man of precious memory, and an 
honored veteran of the Conference died at his home in the city 
of Ottumwa on the 8th of last March. 

Material Improvements . — Commendable work has been done 
in the erection and improvement of church and parsonage pro- 
perty. The beautiful new church at the McDowell appointment 
on the Richland charge was completed and dedicated free from 
debt on the 2nd of December. The cost of this building was 
about $2000. Rev. P. H. Hawk is the pastor. 
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The parsonage at Iconium, where John Davis is pastor, and 
at Blakesburg where Thomas Rowe is pastor, were completed 
soon after conference, and have since been occupied by these 
pastors and their families. 

A new barn has been added to the parsonage premises at 
Blakesburg. 

At Moravia, where Rev. L. D. King is pastor, the church 
has been beautifully frescoed at a cost of $300.00. The old par- 
sonage has been sold and a new parsonage is being erected on a 
lot adjacent to the church at a cost of $1250.00, with the money 
all provided. 

At Bussey, where J. C. Coughlan is the pastor, the parsom 
age has been newly papered, a new barn and a wood and coal 
house have been built and paid for. 

A new church at the Buxton appointment has been erected 
I ? and paid for, and Brother Coughlan and his people are happy 

' because they are no longer in “God’s out of Doors.” 

At Harvey and Tracey, commendable work has been done 
in the improvement of our property. The parsonage has been 
newly papered and painted, and the church at Tracey has been 
remodeled, enlarged and rebuilt with raised floor, circular seats, 
'I stained windows, folding doors between the auditoriurn and 

j chapel, and furnace heat, at a cost of $1500, and will be dedicated 

by Dr. J. W. Hancher, the pastor and the writer, the Sabbath 
after Conference. O. G. Orcutt is pastor at Harvey and Tracey. 

Our people at Albia, under the able leadership of C. S. 
Cooper, the pastor, have greatly improved their church property. 
A new steam heating plant has been placed in the church, a new 
brussels carpet placed on the floors, large and commodious par- 
lors have been constructed in the basement, and other improve- 
ments, when completed, will approximate a cost of $2000.00. 

Our Main street church in Ottumwa, where D. C. Bevan is 
the pastor, has been treated to a new roof, painted inside and 
out, and newly papered inside at a cost of $800.(^ 

The church at Agency has been papered inside and painted 
inside and outside, and otherwise improved at a cost of about 
$500.00. Rev. G. F. Cannom is the pastor. 

A new room has been added to the parsonage at Avery, the 
room treated to new paper, the yard graded up, a ^ new coal 
house built and a good fence placed around the premises, which 
has greatly improved Ihe property. The work was all done by 
the pastor, Renix Weese. 

Extensive improvements have been made upon the base- 
ment of the church at Sigourney, costing about $400, and a debt 
of $1200 00 on the parsonage has been paid. Rev. T. B. Hughes 
is the pastor. 

At the Columbia appointment on the Chillicothe charge, a 
beautiful new church modern in architectural construction has 
ust been completed, and was dedicated by Dr. Hancher, and R. 
A. Bruce, the pastor, on the 21st day of August, costing about 
$3200, which amount was amply provided. 
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A furnace was put in our church at Willard street, Ottumwa, 
and a hot-air heating plant placed in the parsonage. R. L. 
Patterson is the pastor. 

Through the untiring efforts and skillful manipulatians of 
H. N. Smith, the pastor, a great building enterprise has been 
launched at Hedrick, which embraces the sale of the old parson- 
age, the abandonment of the old church, and the erection of a 
new church and a new parsonage on a new site in the central 
part of the town, at a cost of about $10,000. The Business Men’s 
Association of Hedrick purchased the site for $750 and donated 
it to the church. Of the $10,000 necessary to complete this en- v 
terprise, $8,500 is in hand. The parsonage, a splendid building 
of ten rooms, heated with hot air, and lighted with gas, and 
containing all modern improvements, will be ready for occupan- 
cy by the last of October. The plans and specifications of the 
new church have been adopted, and contract will be let imme- 
diately after conference, and work has already been commenced 
on the foundation. This splendid edifice will be completed by 
the last of December. 

At Knoxville the Ladies’ Aid Society have resolved to re- 
model and enlarge the parsonage at a cost of $1000. This work 
will be commenced immediately. Rev. A. S. Loveall is the 
pastor at Knoxville. 

Revivals .— of the pastors have reported conversions in 
their charges in greater or less numbers. But few charges have 
enjoyed great revivals. Of these, we mention the Ottumwa 
Circuit, and the Attica Circuit. About six hundred have pro- 
fessed conversion in the district during the year. I am^ot pre- 
pared to give the number of these that have come into full 
membership in the church. 

Bevevole7it Causes . — The usual work on the various Benevo- 
lent causes was planned early in the year. Apportionments 
were made, and statements of the same were sent out to the 
pastors, 

^ A missionary campaign was planned for the months of April 
and May, and printed programs of the same circulated through 
the district by the missionary secretary and the Presiding Elder. 
The reports from the pastors of the district will reveal the re- 
sults of our united efforts. We have expected an advance over 
last year, but are now somewhat doubtful of the results. Col- 
lections were postponed, in two instances, until the last weeks cf 
the Conference year. Some splendid results will be reported 
from a few charges, but in every case the work was begun early 
and faithfully prosecuted to the close of the year. 

We are greatly gratified at the splendid results of our 
“Debt Paying Campaign,” which swept our district with a 
flame of enthusiasm, under the noble leadership of Dr. J. W. 
Hancher and his assistants, and are glad, that, while we did not 
lead the Conference in our contributions to this worthy cause, 
we were next to the leader, the amount contributed by the 
district aggregating $16002.02. 
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Since the close of the campaign, the college collection has 
been given due attention, and we hope that no backward step 
will be reported. 

The claims of the Wesley Hospital at Des Moines have been 
represented to our people by its agents, and some of our charg- 
es have contributed liberally to its support. 

The Permanent Fund. — The agent of this fund has canvassed 
the district, and always ably presented his cause, and in some 
■1 of the charges received a substantial response to his appeal. 

' ' He has organized his work, and evolved an intelligent plan of 

i: work from chaotic conditions, and order out of the confused and 

' half finished plan submitted to him by the Conference. ' 

Sunday Schools. — Our Sunday Schools are well organized, 
well attended and are doing good work. We have seventy-one 
of these Sunday schools in the district, all, but a small excep- 
tion, organized into missionary societies, taking the monthly 
missionary collection, and all using our own literature. 

The Epworth League. — The Epworth League chapters in 
the cities and towns are doing good work, but bad weather and 
bad roads have almost broken up many of the Epworth League 
chapters in the rural districts. 

A district convention was held by the District League at 
Brighton, near the close of June. I think we would have had a 
larger attendance had the convention been held a few weeks 
earlier. 

District Conferences. — Two district conferences were held 
during the year. The first, the last of November at Kirkville. 
Dr. Oldham, now bishop. Dr. J. W. Robinson of India, and Dr. 
Jones of Corea, met with us, and ably presented the cause of 
missions. 

The second district conference was held at Chillicothe. 
August 9-11, was well attended, and resulted in a gracious out- 
pouring of the Spirit upon us, and five conyersigns, followed by 
a number of conversions later, during a series ot special services 
conducted by the pastor. 

I wish again to express my gratitude to God for his pre- 
serving care, and to the preachers and laity of the district for 
the kindness shown me and their hearty co-operation in the 
work of the Master.

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF JOHN W. HANCHER, PRESIDENT 
OF IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY. 



To the Sixty-First Annual Session ol the Iowa Conlerence, Sigourney, 
Iowa, September 7th, 1904. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

We went out from the 60th session of this body, September 
14th, 1903, with the stupendous purpose of completing the 

20lh Century Debt-Paying Fund 

of Iowa Wesleyan with $23,000 to raise in order to make 
binding the $77,000 which had already been conditionally pledged 
to that fund. By the enthusiastic action of this Conference we 
had determined that the body should convert itself into a solic- 
iting committee of the whole, to the end that that undertaking 
should be completed by midnight of October 1st. Fully four- 
fifths of the entire conference devoted themselves loyally to this 
effort, and the result was what the result must always be when 
a body of Methodist preachers band themselves together in 
unity of purpose and effort. Victory! At fifteen minutes before 
midnight of October 1st the slogan $100,000 for Wesleyan’s debt 
had become a rose fully blown, and its fragrance has been abroad 
among us for all the months since. We tarried at Jerusalem for 
enduement of power, and when we had received it, went forth 
to conquest and victory. All glory and praise /o Him who 
never fails His people, and whose people never fail when they 
go forth in His name. 

The work of classifying, entering, registering, checking, 
collecting and readjusting this big subscription, pledged by 
more than 5,000 different individuals, was no easy task. But 
it was finally accomplished and the record is permanent. A 
hundred years from now, if no accident of fire or other destruc- 
tion shall befall the wellbound books specially prepared for this 
record, our children’s children and their children’s children may 
read the story of the-^loyalty and philanthropy of their fore-bears, 
by Districts, charges and individuals. 

The entire outstanding obligations of the institution have 
been reduced to $22,000, and there are ample five per cent, inter- 
est earning bills receivable to cover that obligation. Several 
thousand dollars will mature October 1st and be applied to the 
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reduction of it. The total amount of the obligation from the 
current fund to the endowment fund was $15,867.00. That 

amount of paper was set apart to that fund by the executive 

committee, which act was approved by the Trustees at the last 
meeting, with the understanding that the Board guarantee to 
the endowment fund the payment of that paper. A very consid- 
erable sum of it has been collected, and the remainder is earning 
five per cent interest. At the last session of this Conference 
you recommended that the Board of Trustees take immediate 
steps to provide for the creation of an 

Emergency Fund ^ 

that should be a guaranty against further deficits in the annual 
budgets of the institution. The deficit in the budget itself, ex- 
clusive of the interest account, that year had been $1137.00. The 
year before it had been $519.00. This year it is substantially 
the same as last. The Trustees were as ready to see the neces- 
sity of this movement as was the Conference, and at the meet- 
ing last October instructed me to take steps at the earliest 
possible date toward launching it. The caring for the big sub- 
scription already in hand required all the time and attention of 
the field secretaries and myself until January, when Mr. Johnson 
resigned his position. Brother Powelson continued at the work 
alone until late winter or early spring before we gave any sub- 
stantial amount of time to the canvass for the emergency fund. 
Like every new proposition it had to have launching and pro- 
motion for some weeks and even months before responses be- 
gan to materialize. Under the inspiration of a most enthusias- 
tic Iowa Wesleyan meeting at the session of the Burlington 
District Conference at Hillsboro in July, Presiding Elder Myers, 
in a speech under high light, said: “Brethren, I am wondering 

if the easiest way to raise this emergency fund is not to find 600 
men who will give $10.00 a year each for six successive years.’’ 
The suggestion impressed me, and after deliberate study and 
extended consultations with members of the Conference we 
have adopted it as the slogan of the campaign, and embodied it 
in the following subscription form:

Any payment not paid when due shall bear six percent, interest per annum after 
maturity until paid. 

/ understand that this EMERGENCY SUBSCRIPTION is entirely separate from the 
regular annual EDUCATIONAL COLLECTION taken by the IOWA CONFERENCE for 
IOWA WESLEYAN. 
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Every Presiding Elders’ District has been organized for 
the campaign, with a Board of Counsellors, consisting of the 
Presiding Elder, three pastors and three laymen, and if 
this organization shall have the approval of this Conference, we 
will undertake to push the campaign with all vigor as soon after 
adjournment as the Brethren get moved and settled in their new 
homes. Six hundred or more subscribers in the sum of $10.00 
each for six successive years will give us $6,000.00 a year, which, 
in addition to resources from tuition and incidentals, endowment 
interest, and the educational collection, will meet our needs and 
enable us to enlarge the faculty and increase some salaries that 
are pitifully low. But the Brethren may say, “We are not all \ot 
equal ability; some ought to give more than others.’’ That is 
true, and that anticipated suggestion brings me to the next ser- 
ious problem of Iowa Wesleyan. It is the conviction of the 
executive committee, the committee on buildings and grounds, 
and your president, that next year we must

our present buildings and plant. They have been too long 
neglected.- The roof of the Main hall needs some repairing. 
The Main Hall needs important interior repairs. Provision for 
the proper care and exhibition of the Museum is essential, and 
the foundation must be looked to at an early date to avoid 
disaster. 

The Chapel and Science Hall must have a new roof. The 
growing interest and patronage of our Science department 
makes it necessary to largely extend the room for its accommo- , 
dation. It is my hope that the entire basement of the Chapel 
and Science Hall can be refinished and fitted for biological, 
chemical and physic laboratories. All buildings need painting 
and refinishing inside and outside. A central heating system 
that will supplant our 41 stoves with modern appliances for heat 
and ventilation is essential. If we had crowded the emergency 
fund upon our patrons, securing from the mor^»able, subscrip- 
tions to the limit of their ability, we should have precluded the 
possibility of this undertaking for some years to come, but the 
essential needs of the situation make it imperative that it be 
done very soon and during next Summer’s vacation if possible. 
All this takes money, and the securing of such sums of money 
on subscription means work; the work, not of one man, but two 
men, three men, possibly more. I bear you the greetings of 
the executive committee, representing the Board of Trustees, 
and their unanimous request that this Conference ask the Bishop 
to appoint Brothers Charles W. Powelson and George L. Minear 
field secretaries of Iowa Wesleyan for the coming year, that the 
president may have competent assistance in procuring these es- 
sential subscriptions. The emergency fund once completed and 
buildings repaired and improved, we are ready to enter the field 
in the longer pull for endowment. 

Our endowment is $60,000. It is a great help, and yet an in- 
significant sum when the proceeds from it are compared with 
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the needs of our situation or the material prosperity of the Iowa 
Conference. Grateful to them who have so generously contrib- 
uted to this no mean sum, we are so tempted to outline to this 
conference in a limited way the measure of the

of Iowa Wesleyan that we yield to the temptation, and here 



goes:

All this makes no provision for the administrative offices, 
but with the dozen chairs thus reasonably endowed the natural 
income from general endowment, educational collection, tuition 
and incidentals, etc., would easily and readily provide the addi- 
tional expense of administration for Vice-President, Dean of the 
Faculty, Principal of the Academy, Registrar, etc. 

The Annual Educational Collection 

offered by this Conference the past two years has been most 
helpful and encouraging. We sincerely hope and expect that 
the offering at the present session will not fall below the average 
of these two years, which was $3885.00. Many students have 
been helped by the special advantages afforded them under the 
provisions of our Board of Trustees. Any charge paying its 
full quota of 25 cents per member may elect one or more worthy 
and needy students who shall be beneficiaries of that charge, 
credit, tuition and incidental account, in the academy or college 
of liberal arts, to the full extent of the educational offering 
made by said charge, and the Board of Trustees recommends 
and requests that the Conference again apportion itself the sum 
of 25 cents per member as the educational collection for Iowa 
Wesleyan for the coming Conference year. 

The School Year 

has been most gratifying, and yet most perplexing. The ex- 
uberance of school spirit over the great finance victory last 
October manifested itself throughout the student body. For 
the most part its manifestation was harmless and beautiful. In 
a few instances college pranks were indulged, resulting in some 
damage to property and great damage to reputation. The 
property damage was made good by the students, but the dam- 
age to reputation was more serious. What with perils from 
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competing schools, perils from over-ready but underinformed 
newspapers, perils from lukewarm Brethren, and perils from 
unchristian education, we have been threatened with irreparable 
damage; but Wesleyan’s sails are trimmed, her guns are shotted, 
her friends are loyalty personified, confidence intensified, her 
bows are toward the high seas, her masts are stepping stones 
whence faith leaps out to God, and with Christ and righteous- 
ness on her side and in the heart lives of her faculty and stu- 
dents she is bound to make safe haven. 

The Total Enrollment 

■ i 

last year was not quite as large as we anticipated, but an unus- 
ual percentage was in attendance during the entire year, and 
the income from students was fully up to the average of the 
preceeding two years. But for the epidemic of grippe and 
kindred afflictions in the late February and early March this 
average had been better than it was. A mid-year session of the 

Board of Trustees 

was held on the date of the 60th anniversary of the first charter 
of the institution, February 15th, 1904, the enrollment, patron- 
age, financial condition and administrative work reviewed, and 
provisions made for changes in the faculty, which it was thought 
would cover all necessities for the coming year. Professor 
Hanawalt had resigned at the holiday vacation and the Chair of 
Mathematics, which had been acceptably supplied during the 
winter term by Mr. H. E. Burton, B. S., a Fellow of the State , 
University of Iowa, was filled by the election of Rev. Elmer 
Ellsworth Lymer, M. S.. S. T. D., Professor of Philosophy and 
Dean of the faculty of Morning Side College, who was at that 
time on leave of absence at Boston University specializing in 
Philosophy and Mathematics. Dr, Lymer entered upon his 
duties as Professor of Mathematics and secretary to the presi- 
dent March 15th. During the spring term Ws work' in the 
class room was most acceptable, and during tne entire time 
from then till now his master hand upon the books and in the 
office work has left its valued impress. The Iowa Conference 
and Wesleyan are exceedingly fortunate to secure the service of 
this tried and valued servant of the Church and Christian educa- 
tion. Shortly after the adjournment of the Board Miss Thoburn 
fell a victim to the prevailing influenza and was unfitted for 
work for the remainder of the year. Her place was supplied to 
the best advantage possible under the circumstances. She has 
since resigned, and Emma S. Stover, A. B., A. M., an alumna 
of the University of Denver, has been chosen to fill the vacancy. 
Miss Thoburn’ s work as Professor of English Literature was 
always most acceptable, and her memory will be cherished by 
the students who had the advantage of her instruction, as well 
as by many others. Mr. Fred J, Seaver, M. S., an alumnus of 
Morning Side College and for the past two years a Fellow in 
the State University, has been chosen Instructor in Biological 
Science, in place of Mr. Charles T. Vorheis, B. S., who had 
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been chosen an assistant in the Biological laboratories of the 
Wisconsin State University. Mr. G. Ware Stephens, Ph. B., 
of our own college, class of 1904, whom I had proved beyond 
question, he having been my private secretary for the past two 
years and who has shown throughout his entire course special 
inclinations and aptitudes to and for Economics, has been chos- 
en Instructor in Economics to fill the position left vacant by the 
resignation of Prof. Hickey two years ago, since when the work 
of that chair has been divided among the other members of the 
faculty. Mr. Stephens is to study at the State University of 
Wisconsin during the^rst semester of the year and take charge 
of his classes at the middle of the winter term. And now come.s 
Professor Handy, for whom we asked you two years since, and 
who has given two years of valued and valuable service to Iowa 
Wesleyan, with his soul burning toward the pastorate again. 

Well, brethren. 

Your School 

has done well; your faculty is increased in numbers and greatly 
strengthened in equipment. The old college is making strides 
of rapid progress. There is much yet to be done. You are 
loyal, devoted, earnest, enthusiastic, and I am your fellow- 
servant bearing the sacred trust committed to my hands and 
heart through your confidence and hope, with single aim and 
lofty purpose, ambitious only to exalt and glorify Him whose 
we are and whom we serve in the better qualification and equip- 
ment of the youths and maidens of our generations and their’s, 
for the responsibilities and opportunities that so surely await 
them. 

Not the least important of all the matters I desire to bring 
to your especial notice is our coming 

Sextennial. 

As elsewhere indicated in this report we are now well into 
our 61st year. The Trustees have planned that the sextennial 
of Iowa Wesleyan University shall be celebrated during the 
Commencent season next June. We are committed to the de- 
clared purpose to make it the greatest college event that ever 
shall have occurred in Iowa up to that time. This Conference 
is requested to appoint a committee of three to co-operate with 
a like committee from the faculty. Board of Trustees, Alumni 
Association, and the city of Mt. Pleasant, in building such a 
sextennial program as will justify our purpose to make that 
season first of Iowa college events. 

The Presiding Bishop of this Conference was engaged for 
this occasion before he was a Bishop, and the engagement holds. 
The Secretary of the Board of Education and the General Sec- 
retary of the Epworth League, are already engaged, and other 
plans will be formulated and pushed forward as soon as this 
joint committee shall have had opportanity to meet. 
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With cordial appreciation of the loyalty, fellowship and 
good will of my brothers of this Conference, and with gratitude 
for their unfailing and hearty support, I await the orders of 
Bishop McDowell for further service to the church.

EDUCATION. 

Your Committee on Education has reviewed the important 
interests committed to it with some care, and respectfully sub- 
mit the following report: ' 

We renew our declaration of devoted loyalty to the splendid 
work being accomplished by our Board of Education in that it is 
in touch with all our institutions of learning and affords able and 
competent counsel in matters of location, administration, facul- 
ty, economics, finance, etc.; further, in that it provides for their 
larger usefulness through the Children’s Day collections and 
other funds which have made possible the education of hundreds 
of Methodiat youth, who otherwise would not have enjoyed the 
privileges of collegiate Christian culture. Under the able and 
admirable administration of Secretary McDowell the values and | 

distinction of collegiate, Christian training were heralded and 
exemplified throughout our connection and throughout our na- 
tional domain to the edification of people of all faiths and of no 
faith. 

We hail the election of Dr. W. F. Anderson to the place 
made vacant by the election of Dr. W. F. McDowell to the epis- 
copacy as the earnest of continued splendid achievement in this 
important field, and will gladly welcome him to our Conference 
and to our churches. It gives us peculiar pleasure to note the 
unanimity in the General Conference over the pronouncements 
made by that body concerning the conditions and prospects of 
of our Theological Seminaries. The careful con^rvatism com- 
bined with the guarded freedom promised in the supervision of 
these Theological Seminaries speak to the world in certain ut- 
terance the safety of Methodism’s guardianship of the Holy 
Book as well as her aggressiveness in the propogation of its 
eternal truths. We call especial attention to the Summer School 
recently launched and promised to be maintained by the Garrett 
Biblical Institute for the benefit of our ministers, particularly of 
our younger men, and we dare here set down our hope that 
goodly numbers of the members of this Conference will avail 
themselves of the superior advantages thus afforded. Many of 
our younger men could spend their summer vacations to their 
great personal profit and the edification of their congregations. 

We recommend that the report of President Rancher be 
printed in the Conference minutes and that it be adopted as a 
whole. The six thousand dollars per year proposition is in har- 
mony with the suggestions of this Conference at its session last 
year. The general repairing and improving of our college prop- S 

erty are essential to its preservation and utility. The call for the i 
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endowment of eight chairs in the sum of twenty-eight thousand 
dollars each, and four chairs in the sum of^tweiity-four thousand 
dollars each, is modest in these days of five per cent, interest, 
and yet perhaps large enough to challenge the heroism of Iowa 
Conference Methodism. 

We are particularly pleased that the trustees have secured 
the services of Rev. Elmer Ellsworth Lymer, M. S., S. T. D., 
and we recommend that this Conference request Bishop Mc- 
Dowell to transfer him into its membership. 

In view of the exacting demands for additional help in the 
field we call the especial attention of the Conference to the re- 
quest of the Executive Committee that Brothers Charles 
Powelson and George L. Minear be appointed field secretaries 
with our unqualified approval and recommendation. 

The Board of Trustees having already provided that “any 
and every charge raising the full apportionment of twenty-five 
cents per member may elect one or more needy and worthy per- 
sons who shall become beneficiary students in the Preparatory 
or Collegiate Departments of Iowa Wesleyan University, to the 
full amount of said collection in such charge, under such direc- 
tion and regulation as may seem to the Board of Trustees wise 
and good,” w^ recommend that this Conference again fix the 
apportionment of the Educational Collection for Iowa Weleyan 
University at 25 cents per member. 

We recommend that the resignation of Mr. George Haw as 
a Trustee of Iowa Wesleyan University, Class 1906, be accepted; 
and that Mr. Chris Haw be elected as a Trustee of Iowa Wes- 
leyan University, Class 1906, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Mr. George Haw. 

We recommend the re-election of the members o^' the class 
of Trustees of Iowa Wesleyan University, whose terms expire 
in 1904, viz: Rev. J. W. Lambert, Rev. J. A. Boatman, A. M., 

D. D., Rev. A. V. Kendrick, Mr. W. J. Steckel, of Bloomfield, 
Hon. J. T. Brooks, M. S., of Hedrick, Mr. C. S. Rogers, M. S., 
of Mt. Pleasant. We recommend that Mr. F. B. Dorsey, M. D., 
of Keokuk be elected to fill the vacancy in the Conference visi- 
tors to Iowa Wesleyan, Class 1906, caused by the election of 
Mr. Chris Haw as a Trustee, and that Rev. C. L. Tennant, Ph. 
B., be elected Conference Visitor, Class 1905, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the transfer of Dr. Hurlburt to the Genesee Confer- 
ence. 

We recommend as visitors to Iowa Wesleyan University', 
Class 1907: Rev. J. W. Potter, Ph. B., Rev. W, S. Gardner, and 
Mrs. L. G. Murphy, M. S. of Mt. Pleasant. 

We recommend the election of the pastors at Fairfield, First 
Church Ottumwa, and First Church Burlington, as the Confer- 
ence section of the Sextennial Program Committee of Iowa 
Wesleyan. 

We recommend that Rev. J. M. McClelland, A. B., be ap- 
pointed to deliver the Conference Educational Anniversary Ad- 
dress next year, and that Rev. W. H. Perdew, A. M.,. S. T. B., 
be appointed his alternate. 
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We further recommend that T. J. Myers, D. D., be elected 
Conference Visitor to Garrett Biblical Institute, and that Rev. 
W. P. vStoddard, D. D.. be elected Conference Visitor to the 
Woman’s College of Baltimore for 1905-06. 

It gives us pleasure to record our high appreciation of the 
excellent and faithful services of Dr. Hancher as President of 
the University, and to call attention particularly to his unremit- 
ting and successful effort to raise the burdensome debt, which 
was completed only in the present Conference year. 

We are pleased also to commend the faithful and efficient 
services of the Faculty in their co-operation with the President 
for the success of Iowa Wesleyan, 

Our sincerest sympathy and heartiest interest are hereby 
pledged to President and Faculty for the larger success of the 
University. 



EVANGELISM. 

Your cpmmittee would emphasize the revival, believing it 
scriptural, philosophic, substantially vindicated by the history of 
the Christian church and emphasized in the entire movement of 
Methodism. We believe it will be a sad day for the world, and 
a disastrous hour for the church when the revival passes. In 
this effort let the pastor be as largely as possible the leader of 
Israel’s consecrated hosts, for he is the proper person to bear 
the burden, plan the movement and rejoice in the results of the 
revival effort. Still, believing the Lord has placed in the divine* 
order evangelists as well as pastors and teachers, we feel moved 
to commend the work of such, and there are many, as are evi- 
dently called of God to this great work. 

We would also emphasize the importance of the continuous 
effort towards the redemption of the unsaved and suggest the 
necessity of personal, persistent work, looking towards the ini- 
mediate surrender of souls to Christ. We woufd commend in 
this connection the value of decision days in our Sunday Schools 
believing such efforts may prove decisive in lives passing 
through a most critical period. To our Epworth Leagues we 
commend the Fellow Workers’ Covenant as a suitable and effi- 
cient method of uniting for aggressive work for- the unsaved of 
their associates.- 

Let all zeal be exercised in the distribution of Christian lit- 
erature. The attention of Christian people should be called to 
helpful, devotional literature, both from the pulpit and in the 
social meeting. 

We recommend the appointment of a conference commission 
consisting of the Presiding Elder, one pastor and one layman 
from each district who shall have the oversight of the work of 
the district. 

But while methods and mechanism may be important, we 
cannot but call attention to the word of sacred scriptures, “Not 
by might nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord.’’ Let 
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us all wait for that rich endowment that alone can make potent i 

our plans and vitalize our methods. 



EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

1. We feel that we have reached that period in the growth 
and life of the Epworth League when the novelty of the move- 
ment no longer attracts, and reaction begins to be manifest. 
We therefore recommend: 

(a) That the pastors arouse the interest and enlist the cb- 
operation of their official Boards to share with them the respon- 
sibility of oversight in the work. 

(b) That due attention be given to the development of the 
spiritual life of the individual member. And, 

(c) That personal evangelism be urged upon all members 
of the League. 

2. We feel that due emphasis must be placed upon social 
purity and that our young people be urged to abstain from all 
those forms of worldly amusements forbidden by the discipline 
of our Church, 

3. We note that ample provision has been made for the de- 
votional and intellectual life of our young people. We enjoin 
the “Morning Watch” private prayer, and the reading of God’s 
Word as essential, while the Epworth Herald, our reading 
courses, and the excellent literature, cheaply provided by our 
Book Concern through our pastors, are helpful auxiliaries. 



EPISCOPAL FUND. 

The committee examined the statistical reports and find the 
following persons delinquent on the Episcopal Fund: Renix 
Weese, Ottumwa District, $2.00; R. P. Carson, Burlington Dist- 
trict, $6.00; W. M. Leiser, Muscatine Dist., $2.00; T. A. Adams 
Oskaloosa District, $4.00. All but two of these named left their 
charges before the close of the year and made no provision for 
the Bishop’s claim, leaving a shortage of $12.00 from this source. 
The amount apportioned by the Book Committee for the ensu- 
ing year is $1590.00 



FREEDMAN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 

Recognizing the great importance of the work in which this 
society is engaged, having for its object the uplifting of millions 
of poor and destitute people in the South, we therefore urge 
upon the pastors of the Iowa Conference the importance of pre- 
senting this claim to their people and securing a collection from 
every charge. We recommend the observance of Lincoln’s 
birthday on every charge, at every appointment. 
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^ INSURANCE. 

: Every church and parsonage property should be fully insur- 

ed. The many losses by fire and lightning admonish this. As 
6 custodians we owe this to the donors who meant their gifts to be 

!' a perpetual benediction. Many of our churches and parsonages 

^ if lost could not now be rebuilt. 

i We mark with pride the growing popularity, the rapid ac- 

cumulation of business, and the prompt and satisfactory manner 
; in which our National Church Insurance Company adjusts its 

losses. We heartily recommend it as safe and economical. ^ 
We are informed by good legal authority that the new law 
found on page 49 of the Acts of the Thirtieth General Assembly 
^ of the State of Iowa is not violated by our manner of insuring. 



SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Whereas, The Sunday School is one of the most efficient 
factors in the religious and educational life of our church, and 

Whereas, Through its work many are being awakened and 
brought to Christ each year, we would urge the establish- 
ing of new Sunday Schools in localities where no schools now 
exist. We also urge the exclusive use of our Sunday School liter- 
ature as published by the Book Concern. 

We recommend the introduction of the Home Department 
in all our Sunday Schools, believing it will be a great blessing to 
the shut-ins and those who cannot attend the Sunday School. 

We also recommend that I. O. Kemble be re-elected hono- 
rary vice-president of the Sunday School Union of the Iowa Con- 
ference. 



SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

We hold the Sabbath or weekly rest day to have been found- 
ed by the Creator in the beginning, embodied in a command- 
ment of the Decalogue, recognized and confirmed by the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and finally to have appeared in the Lord’s Day of 
the Christian church. 

We recognize the prevalent tendencies tod^y on the part of 
corporations, pleasure-seekers, and on the part of those who 
come to our shores from lands of the holiday and work-day Sun- 
day to desecrate this holy day. We are pained to note the bane- 
ful influences these desecrations are having upon American life, 
and are impressed that if we are to change these conditions, we 
must give ourselves heartily to the work of promoting among 
Christians a sense of the divine purpose of this day, and to the 
securing of its conscientious observance among all classes. 

We also recognize the great work which is being done by 
the Sunday League of America, and stand ready to co-operate 
with this League in its work of* awakening and educating the 
people upon this important subject 

We heartily approve of the Internaticmal Congress of Sun- 
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day Rest to be held at the St. Louis Exjjosition by the Sunday 
League from October 11-14 inclusive, and in accordance with its 
request we recommend that two delegates be elected from this 
Conference to attend this congress, as follows: T. B. Hughes 
and C. S. Cooper. 



PERIODICAL ACCOUNTS. 

We are glad to state that the only work which your com- 
mittee has need to do is the writing of this report. The reputa- 
tion of the Iowa Conference, as testified to by the representative 
of the Book Concern, that the members of this body “crowd him 
in the settling of their accounts” has been maintained. Every 
member of this Conference, present at this session, has settled 
or arranged his account satisfactorily to the representative. 

We are gratified with the enlarged business which has great- 
ly increased the returns for our Superannuates; also, with the 
fact that the credit of our members is maintained year after 
year. 



STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

We acknowledge with gratitude to God our growth and pros- 
perity as a nation and the condition of peace between this and 
the other nations of the world. It is our sincere hope that 
Divine Providence in His wise rulings will soon bring into har- 
mony and peace the nations whose strained relations are now 
causing much bloodshed, horror and suffering. 

We deplore the suffering in homes and business circles 
caused by strikes and strikers within our country, and we pro- 
foundly hope for a speedy and just adjustment of the grievances, 
and the restoration of quiet and peace to the troubled. 

We heartily endorse the resolution adopted by the last Gen- 
eral Conference relative to the slavery allowed in the Independ- 
ent State of the Congo, (see Journal of General Conference.) 

We call upon all Christians to represent the Kingdom of 
God among men as the only eftective cure for political and 
social ills. 



TEAPERANCE. 

Believing the Liquor Traffic to be one of the most gigantic 
evils of our land, a strong and mighty foe to Christianity, we 
insist that it behooves us, as pastors to be more fully awakened 
to the need of enlisting and being enlisted, and to be in sym- 
pathy with every agency p )ssible to use for its overthrow. 

Therefore, to this tnd, we recommend and urge, that all the 
matter pertaining to the subject of “Temperance and the pro- 
hibition of the Liquor Traffic,” in our new book of discipline be 
not only read, but as far as possible its recommendations and 
instructions observed. 

We further recommend that the pastors give especial, at- 
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tention to paragraph 193, section 19, paragraph 63 under head of 
“special advices” and paragraph 43 section 4 of the appendix to 
our new Discipline. 

In accord with paragraph 434, article 5, we nominate for of- 
ficers of the Iowa Conference Temperance Society as follows: 

For President, J. R. Payne; Secretary, W. A. Longnecker; 
Treasurer, D. C. Bevan. 

For District Temperance Committee: Burlington district, 
Presiding Elder, A. C. Piersel and E. T. Willits; Keokuk 
district. Presiding Elder, J. H. Taylor and J. C. Calhoun; Mus- 
catine district, Presiding Elder, C. H. Montgomery and E. F. 
Brockway; Oskaloosa district. Presiding Elder, J. W. Somerville 
and B. S. Gilson; Ottumwa district. Presiding Elder, G. F. Can- 
nom and W. A. Work.

Payne. 

WOMAN’S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Whereas, the thoughtful student of affairs notes with deep 
concern the large influx of foreigners, the increasing tide of 
crime, and the chasm existing between the church and a large 
class of people; therefore be it 

Resolved: — That we hail with confidence the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society as an important factor in cultivating 
these needv fields. 

Resolved: — That we hereby record our sincere appreciation 
of their plans of work as illustrated by the Deaconess move- 
ment, schools, orphanages, hospitals, etc. 

Resolved: — That the society within the bouritis of our Con- 
ference shall have our earnest prayers and cordial sympathy in 
their efforts to organize a society wherever possible, and in car- 
rying forward their promising hospital enterprise in Keokuk. 



WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Whereas, the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has 
achieved great things in the past and is reaching out to greater 
things in the future; therefore, resolved that, we pledge it 
our hearty support in every way possible.

AUDITING COMMITTEE. 

The Board of Stewards to whom was referred the matter of 
auditing the accounts of Dr. J. C. W. Coxe, agent of the Perma- 
nent Fund, beg leave to report as follows: 

We examined the accounts of Dr. Coxe and found them in 
excellent form and accurate. From papers placed in our hands 
it appears that Bro.

BOARD OF EXAAINERS. 



The following was unanimously adopted by the Board of 
Examiners and is presented for ratification and publication in 
the minutes: 

Post Graduate Association. ^ 

Your committee recommends that a committee of four be 
appointed, who shall effect a beginning of this much-needed 
work, one of whom shall be chairman. The secretary-treas- 
urer to be elected by said committee. 

We suggest that the course outlined include four subjects, 
and cover the work of three years. Each member of said com- 
mittee shall have charge of one subject, conducting examina- 
tions in the same as follows:

The text' books shall be three in number under each subject, 
as shall be suggested by Dr. Anderson in the November number 
of the Christian Student.

IOWA METHODIST HOSPITAL. 

Your committee is pleased to call attention to the splendid 
success attending the efforts to build up a great Methodist hos- 
pital in Des Moines. The work of the past year has been unus- 
ually prosperous. The wards have been crowded and many' 
patients have been turned away for lack of room. The total 
enrollment since the opening of the Hospital is 2351, for the 
past year 697, while the number of deaths for the year is only 
28 or an average of 4 per cent of the enrollment. We commend 
the Hospital to the generous support of the people. 

We recommend for re-election on the Board of Trustees, 
the Rev. J. M. McClelland. 

The committee would further suggest that in view of the 
small amount of data before the Committee which was insuffi- 
cient for a comprehensive report at this time, the Conference 
appoint a special committee of three to obtain data on methods, 
plans and results of the institution and report at the next session 
of the Conference.

PERAANENT FUND. 

I entered upon my work without experience and without 
precedent. I received an inheritance of conspic<lous failure in 
the matter of building up a Permanent Fund. That twenty-five 
years had brought less than $1500 into the Fund was not encour- 
aging. The problem presented was a perplexing one, not to be 
solved in a day. It called for patient study and persistent labor. 
Information must be gathered from many sources. Wide corre- 
spondence became necessary. Plans must be devised which 
would be workable, and of sufficient flexibility to meet various 
emergent conditions. Appeals must be prepared and printed, — 
for on this cause there is a lamentable lack of published matter. 
All this required time, and involved labor without immediate 
visible moneyed results. 

The complications which arose from the crude plan adopted 
by the conference last year, and from the indifference, if not 
positive antagonism of some members of the Conference in 
official position, have seriously hindered the work. This had 
to be of necessity largely educational for the first year. The 
nature and needs of the work must be set forth; plans be form- 
ulated and explained; misapprehensions removed and objec- 
tions answered; intelligent loyalty developed and zeal aroused; 
he responsibilities of Christian stewardship presented. All this 
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required printer’s ink.* I have published two leaflets: “Shall We 
Care for Our Veterans?’’ and “Who Made Iowa Methodism?’’— 
each in an edition of 5000 copies. 

In field work I have visited 29 charges — all that the pastors 
have opened to me. I have secured in cash and subscriptions 
$3895.05. This would have been largely increased had there 
been cordial co-operation on the part of all the pastors and 
charges.

Art. VII. In case of the Corporation becoming vested of 
real estate, whether in trust or otherwise, where it is so desired, 
the Corporation may appoint local Trustees to take charge of ' 
the same, under such conditions as the Corporation may deter- 
mine.

Revised By-laws of the Board of Stewards and Trustees 
OF THE Iowa Annual Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, 1904. 

Resolved by the Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, in conference assembled, that the By-laws of 
the Board of Trustees and Stewards of the Conference be, and 
they are hereby amended, as follows:

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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES AND STEWARDS OF THE 
IOWA ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE METHODIST EPIS- 
COPAL CHURCH. 

I. GENERAL DUTIES. 

1— The board shall consist of nine members, who shall serve as 
the trustees and stewards of the Conference, and shall he elected 
by the Conference, as follows: 

(1) One minister of the Conference and one lay-member of the 
church, to serve for one year; one of each class to serve for tw^ 
years; one of each class to serve for four years. Thereafter the 
annual Conference shall elect at each of its annual sessions one 
member of each class to serve for four years. But in all cases the 
said members shall bold their offices until their successors are ap- 
pointed. 

(2) The annual Conference shall also elect one member, to serve 
for four years, who shall act as president of the board. 

(3) The board shall elect from their number a secretary and 
treasurer, who shall hold their offices for four years, or until their 
successors are appointed. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

1 — The president shall preside in all meetings of the board; but 
when necessarily absent the board may appoint a temporary chair- 
man. It shall be the duty of the president to take the general over- 
sight of the business of the board, and see that the provisions of 
the charter and by-laws are faithfully observed. 

2— The secretary shall keep an accurate record of the proceed- 
ings of the board; and in addition to the ordinary report :^o the Con- 
ference of the receipts and disbursements, shall report thereto the 
items as to the condition of the Conference funds as shown in the 
treasurer’s report. He shall also report to the Conference the 
names of the officers and executive committee of the board for pub- 
lication in the Conference; and also the names of such members of 
the board whose term of service may expire at the annual session of 
the Conference, and of such members as may have ceased to act by 
reason of death or otherwise, that their places may be filled bv the 
Conference. 

3— The treasurer shall keep all money that may be on hand, 
pending the investment thereof, in such depositories as may be 
directed by the executive committee. He shall be the custodian of 
all the securities held by the board, and shall render a full and de- 
tailed account of the state of the funds to the secretary for the 
board at least ten days prior to the time fixed for the annual session 
of the Conference. Said account shall show the receipts and dis- 
bursements for the preceding year, the amount then on hand; the 
amount invested, with the class of securities held for the same, and 
the rate of interest; which account, with the accompanying vouch- 
ers, shall be passed to the executive committee for their examina- 
tion and approval. He shall also pay over to the board at each 
session of the annual Conference the proceeds of the fund for 
the previous fiscal year, for distribution among the claimants of 
the Conference. And he shall make such other reports from time to 
time, as may be called for by the board, the executive committee or 
the Conference. The treasurer shall pay out no money except by 
order of the board, countersigned by the president or secretary, ex- 
cept to pay over the annual proceeds to the board as above directed.

MRS. J. S. FERGUSON. 

Jerusha Harriet O’Dell, daughter of the Rev. Thomas O'Dell, 
was born in St. Joseph county, Mich., on the 29th of May, 1835. 

She was married to the Rev. John S. Ferguson, March 2nd, 1854, 
at Muscatine, Iowa. To them were born seven children, five of 
whom are living. 

At the close of the war her husband retired from the active 
work of the Ministry, and they have lived in Keokuk, Iowa, until 
the time of her death. Sister Ferguson’s church relations were 
with the First M. E. church of Keokuk, Iowa, during the time of 
her residence there. Many admirabie traits of character were the 
charms of her life, and she continued firm in the faith of Christ 
during all of her affliction, until death brought to her sweet relief.

While preaching at 
Marion, Minn., after the darkest hour of the Civil War, the call 6^f 
his country for his service impressed him, and he enlisted in the 
United States army at Rochester, Minn., Aug. 8, 1862, taking his 
place as a private in Company H, 6th Minn. Volunteers. Eight days 
later he was appointed a sergeant in his company, and on April 
16th, 1863, was promoted to the chaplaincy of the regiment. On 
June 10, 1864, he was honorably discharged at Paducah, Ky., on ac- 
count of physical disability. While he was with the army the regi- 
ment was not called into active service, except that it took part in 
the Sibley expejdition sent to suppress the Sioux Indians, in which 
effort the regiment had several skirmishes with the Sioux. During 
all his connection with the army he filled the responsible posts as- 
signed him in a manner to secure the esteem and confidence of all 
those associated with him. After his retirement from the army he 
returned to the Illinois Conference, and filled the Stockton and 
Rushford circuits. In 1867 he again transferred, and took his place 
in the ranks of the Iowa Conference, of which he remained a mem- 
ber until his death. His list of appointments here include the Blue 
Grass, Grandview, Brooklyn, Agency City, Birmingham, New Lon- 
don, Ainsworth, Mt. Pleasant, Burlington, Kossuth and Wapello 
circuits. In 1884 Brother Light asked for and was granted a super- 
numerary relation; but finding himself still anxious for his “loved 
employ,” he accepted an appointment as supply at Wymore, Neb.

REV. MORRIS J. PUSEY. 

Rev. Morris J. Pusey was born Nov. 27, 1855, in Columbia, Penn 
and died in Crow Agency, Montana, May 17, 1904. 






Having lost his father, when but three years old, *he was sent by 
his mother to various private and public schools in his native state 
and graduated, with high honors, from the State Normal at Millers- 
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ville. In company with his mother and only sister, he moved to 
Winfield, Iowa, in 1880, when for a time he engaged in the hardware 
business. In this he continued but a short time By nature and 
culture Brother Pusey was an apt and successful teacher, and at 
various times was Principal of the Winfield, Eldon and Bonaparte 
schools. For a number of years he was a successful instructor in 
county normals. In 1882, November 20th, he was married to Miss 
Ida Linn of Winfield. 

Having been converted in the early years of his Iowa life, he 
became strongly impressed that it was his great duty and privilege 
to preach the gospel to sinful men. Though raised in a Presbyteri^ 
home he thoughtfully and gladly became a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, and in the fall of 1887 entered the Iowa Confer- 
ence as a probationer. Sept. 12, 1887, at Newton, Iowa. 

Brother Pusey had successful pastorates in Wayland, Columbus 
Junction and Mediapolis, and by his faithful and intelligent service 
became much endeared to the people of these churches. 

Having served three years in the Wayland circuit he felt im- 
pressed with the need of a better preparation for his work. This 
led him to the <jarrett Biblical Institute where he took the usual 
course of study and received the degree of Bachelor of Divinity. 

In the Mediapolis church Brother and Sister Pusey remained 
two years when he responded to a call for mission work in Callao, 
Peru. In this field he and his wife gave five successful and unre- 
mitting years of toil. It became a great joy to them to see the light 
breaking in on darkened minds and hearts. In Feb., 1^4, they re- 
turned for a year’s rest to their native land and home. But this 
did not prove a time of rest for Brother Pusey. He was constantly 
filling engagements among the churches, telling the story of his 
work in the south, of the great needs in the far south land, and the 
prospects for the coming of the Kingdom of Christ, in glory and 
power to the benighted people. 

Though in poor health from his labors in the mission field, his 
zeal among the churches was .greatly wearing him out. He must 
have some rest. He became very anxious to see his only sister, 
Mrs. John D. Dill, who had many years ago moved to the far west 
in Washington state. On May 5th Mrs. Pusey went to Ohio to visit 
friends and relatives. At the same date Brother Pusey started on 
his long journey west with heart filled with fond anticipations. He 
was not a well man. Stopping at Crow Agency, Montana, to visit 
some old friends his physical troubles rapidly developed into a 
severe case of pneumonia. His work was done. His Lord had given 
the summons, and, though everything was done that tender loving 
hands could administer, he quietly passed away May 17th. His body 
was brought back to Winfield, Iowa, for burial, where in the beau- 
tiful cemetery near the town, amid a large throng of sorrowing 
friends and people beside his open grave, a brief service was held 
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on Saturday evening, May 21st, under the direction of Rev. W. H. 
Perdew, of Mediapolis, assisted by Rev. C. L. Tennant, Burling- 
ton, Rev. A. M. Mahaffie, Mt. Union, Rev. F. W. Adams, Morning 
Sun, and Rev. W. G. Oglevee, (Pres. Ch.) Mediapolis. As the sun 
was gently touching the horizon in the west and the evening shades 
gathering on, the body was lowered to its final resting place. 

On Tuesday, May 24, in the Winfield M. E. church, a special 
memorial service was held, at which a large gathering of people 
and ministers of the Iowa Conference were present. Appropriate re- 
marks were made by various ministers present, dealing with the life 
of Brother Pusey as a man, as a minister, as a missionary. Among 
the speakers was Carlos Wiener of Chicago, one of the trophies of 
our departed Brother’s missionary work. Thus pass the workers 
while the work goes on. 

Though Brother Pusey had been transferred to the West South 
American Mission Conference without his knowledge, yet it was his 
anxious desire to be identified with the Iowa Conference.

In 1850 he was united in marriage to 
Miss Martha Argenbright, which union was blessed with six chil- 
dren. The wife died in Ottumwa, March 4, 1892. Brother Simmons 
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received a common-school education, and though never having been 
privileged to attend college, yet so untiring was his application to 
study, that his mind was thoroughly disciplined ,and few men enjoy- 
ed a broader general culture. He was in the true sense an educated 
man. In 1854 deceased was licensed as a local preacher, and the 
following year, with his little family, came to Iowa. In 1856 he was 
received on trial in the Iowa Conference, and continued in the min- 
istry for thirty-four years, serving with great acceptability the fol- 
lowing appointments: Glasgow Circuit, 1856; Richmond, 1857; Mu^;;- 

catine Circuit, 1858; Marengo, 1860; chaplain of Twenty-eighth In- 
fantry, 1862; Marengo, 1865; Montezuma, 1866; Newton District, 1867; 
Simpson church, Oskaloosa, 1871; Ottumwa, 1872; Keokuk, 1874; 
Mount Pleasant, 1877; agent Iowa Wesleyan University, 1879; Keo- 
kuk District, 1881; supernumerary, 1885; Eddyville, 1887; Eldon and 
Ashland, 1888. He was ordained deacon by Bishop Morris in 1858 at 
the Conference held in Fairfield, and elder, by Bishop Janes, at 
the Conference of 1860, held in Oskaloosa. Feb. 22, 1894, Brother 
Simmons was married to Miss Jean Bryant, who survives him. The 
closing years of the life of Brother Simmons was spent in the quiet 
of his Ottumwa home, surrounded by his children and a wide circle 
of friends. He retained to the end the characteristics which ren- 
dered his ministry eminently successful. He loved good books— he 
kept abreast of the best thought of the age— he possessed a broad, 
deeply sympathetic nature, which extended help to all— an unwav- 
ering faith in God, and His good-will to men.
